Advices received from E imonton state 
that Inspector Snyder recently left there 
in command of a party of Mounted police 
for Lac Ste Anne, for the purpose of en- 
quiring into the circumstances surround- 
ng the disappearance of a young Stoney 
Indiau, named Pierre, who is reported tu 
have been killed in a braw! by an old 
Ircqaois Indian. It seems that about 
ten days ago the Ircyuoisand a brother 
of Pierre had a fizht in which the Stoney 
came out second best and Pierre took up 
cudgeis on his brother’s behalf, and was 
beaten cif aud kiiled by the stont old 
Iroquois, imbrued no doubt with the 
fighting spirit of his warrior ancestors. 
It may ea matter of surprise to some 
to find an Iroquois among the Indians of 
the Edmonton agency, but away back in 
the early forties when Sir George Simp- 
son, the famous Hudson Bay governor, 
was visiting the paincipal pcst of the 
company in the north he performed the 
journey from Mont:eal py means of 
canoes which were almost entirely 
manned by Iroquois Indians, who were 
always considered excellent river men. 
The greater number of these Indians 
knowing that the free-lite to which they 
were wedded was fast becoming impos- 
sible tothem in the east owing to the 
rapid advance of civilization, found here 
in the Northwest a country after their 
own hearts, teeming with gam? and far 
and thousands of miles from civilization. 
They took wivesto themselves from the 
Crees and founded ar Iroquois settlement 
away uponthe At‘iabasca river where 
the Yellow Head pase enters the Rockies. 
his little colonv of aliens is still in 
existence, chiefly inhabited by descend- 
ants of the original Ircquois, bit a few of 
Sir George’a men are said to be still 
living.

different poisone known to us,” said a

quiet chat with the writer for “Pearson’s 


Weekly.” Perhaps not more than a 
third of them are known to exist, and 
every year we add two or three newly | 
discovered poisons to the existing list. 

“The effecte of some poisons are very 
remarkable indeed. Poieons do not neces- 
sarily kill. <All noxious drugs are classed 
as poigons, and contrary to the genera! 
eupposition that all poisons have fatal 
properties, some merely cause the de- 
struction o: reduction of certain facilities 
common to the human being. For in- 
stance, there is a poison whicn has been 
known to the natives of India for pro- 
bably hundreds of years, but which 
is very little known to us; it is called 
dhatoora. Ifgiven in proper «uantities 
it destroysthe po er of the mind, and 
causes permanent imbecility. It is a 
powerfu: drug, and owing to its not be- 
ing altogether unpleasant of taste, was 
extensively uecd in India for private re- 
venge in the days when that vast conti- 
nent looked after iteelf. Many a potent 
person has been made incapable of ful- 
filling his cflice by thiadrug, administer 
ed at the instigation of some riva! who 
desired to take his position. Ah ! there’s 
many a blood curdling romance and 
many a terrible tale of  tra- 
gedy wound round the history of Indian 
polsous, 

Nitro benzine is another poison which 
contains remarkabie properties. It is 
better known than the poison I have 
just mentioned, but few people are aware 
of the extraordinary effect it causes. 
Mind you, this isa poison in the sense in 
Which the term is generally accepted—it 
ig@ deadly poisou. A person having 
taken @ sutticient large dose of nitro- 
benzine cxperiences no immed ate dis- | 
comfort, but his skin gradually assumes

Dentistry has reached such perfection.

They Puff Their Cheroots the Same as 
the Men. 


The Burmese women samoke—not 
cigarettes in an imitative «ort of wary, 
but cheroots, which are the Burmese 
substitute for cigars.
